The gymnasium at Mendocino 
College was a colorful display of signs 
and booths as hundreds of students from 
all over Mendocino County turned out 
for the first-ever combined Career and 
University Day Monday morning. 

“Combining the Career Fair and 
College and University day allows more 
students to participate and research their 
future school and career at the same 
time,” Kurt Combs, Mendocino College 
Career and Transfer Center director said 
about the integration of the two activi- 
ties. 

Monday’s Career and University Day 
gave both High School and college-age 
students a chance to talk with potential 
employers, sign up for internships or 
look to find a four-year university. 

This year more than 150 exhibitors, 
including local organizations The Solar 
Living Institute and The Mendocino 
County Sheriff’s Office, among others, 
helped to easily make this year’s Career 
and University Day the biggest ever. 

“This year we started looking for more 
diversity, and with the success so far, 
we'll look to do it again next year,” 
Combs said.

security,” he said. “I was a 
little over a mile away from 
my house where they she let 
us off.” 

Christensen said he was- 
n’t positive of how many 
students were told to leave 
the bus because of how 
many there were. 

“Td say it was anywhere 
between 13 and 27 kids,” he 
said. “I can’t be sure.” 

Christensen’s father, 
Milton Kleim, said the back 
seven rows of the bus were 
cleared by the driver, who 
had a different take on the 
incident.

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AMD?’s new ‘quad-core’ server chip 
seen as critical to chip maker’s success 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Advanced Micro Devices Inc. is 
set to launch its highly publicized new server chip Monday, 
delivering the biggest jolt to its product lineup in four years. 

The company’s redesigned Opteron processor is the first 
from AMD to feature four computing engines on a single chip 
instead of just one or two. 

AMD’s belated entry into the “quad-core” market is a criti- 
cal element in the financially strapped company’s offensive 
against Intel Corp., the world’s largest semiconductor company, 
whose market value of $148 billion makes it 21 times bigger 
than AMD. 

Intel has outspent its smaller rival on new technologies and 
better absorbed the pain of a brutal price battle that has led to 
embarrassing market-share losses AMD hopes its new chip will 
reverse. 

AMD has overhauled the design of the original Opteron chip, 
which the company says is the most important improvement in 
delivering higher performance, and is using a different engi- 
neering strategy than Intel. 


Fighting, private suites and lip syncing: 
MTV Video Music Awards flourish 
despite Britney Spears bomb 


LAS VEGAS (AP) - As in most train wrecks, it was hard to 
focus on just one thing as the Britney Spears disaster unfolded. 
There was just so much that went wrong. 

Out-of-synch lip-synching. Lethargic movements that 
seemed choreographed by a dance instructor for a nursing 
home. The paunch in place of Spears’ once-taut belly. At times 
she just stopped singing altogether, as if even she knew nothing 
could save her performance. 

Designed to drum up excitement for her upcoming album, 
Spears’ kickoff to the MTV Video Music Awards on Sunday 
night became another example of how far she has fallen. It 
would have been understandable if MTV’s show had been 
crushed under the weight of the opening fiasco. 

The show banked heavily on its own reinvention. After poor 
reviews and a decline in ratings over the last few years, MTV 
moved the show to Vegas, shortened it from three hours to two, 
went to a hostless format and focused more on performances 
than awards. 

Justin Timberlake and Timbaland, Kanye West, Fall Out Boy 
and the Foo Fighters hosted separate suite parties where most of 
the performances took place. 


Roger Federer beats Novak Djokovic 
to win his 4th straight U.S. Open 
and 12th Grand Slam title 


NEW YORK (AP) - Roger Federer beat Novak Djokovic 7- 
6 (4), 7-6 (2), 6-4 for his fourth consecutive U.S. Open cham- 
pionship and 12th Grand Slam title overall. 

Federer gave Djokovic all sorts of chances to pull off a major 
surprise in the U.S. Open final Sunday. Federer knows how to 
win these things, while Djokovic is still learning, and that might 
have made the difference.

The 26-year-old Federer became the first man since Bill 
Tilden in the 1920s to win the American Grand Slam four years 
running, and he moved within two of Pete Sampras’ career 
record of 14 major titles. 

Djokovic was in his first Slam final, yet he led 6-5 in each of 
the opening two sets. In the first, the 20-year-old Serb held five 
set points. In the second, he held two. 

Federer erased all of those, showing the craft and cool that 
have allowed him to hold the No. 1 ranking for the past 188 
weeks, the longest run by a man or woman. 


Probe of ’free lunch’ seminars 
for seniors finds sales pressure, 
misleading claims, fraud 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An investigation by federal and state 
regulators of “free lunch” investment seminars aimed at seniors 
has found high-pressure sales pitches masquerading as educa- 
tional sessions, pervasive misleading claims for unsuitable 
financial products, and even fraud. 

Much of the blame goes to investment firms for failing to 
properly supervise their employees who put on the seminars for 
seniors, according to the report of the investigation being made 
public Monday. By law, the sales pitches made at the seminars 
and the materials provided to participants must be approved by 
a brokerage or investment firm’s supervisors. 

The examination by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, state regulators and the securities industry’s self- 
policing organization, the Financial Industry Regulatory 
Authority, covered seven states that have large numbers of 
retirees: Alabama, Arizona, California, Florida, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Texas. 

The investigation, which ran from April 2006 to June 2007, 
focused on 110 investment firms and branch offices that spon- 
sor sales seminars for seniors with free meals. 

SEC Chairman Christopher Cox called the investigation’s 
findings “a wake-up call for securities regulators, the financial- 
services industry and, especially, older investors.” 


Vikings D overwhelms Vick-less 
Falcons, rookie Adrian Peterson runs 
for 103 yards in 24-3 rout 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - Somewhere, Michael Vick must 
have been shaking his head. The Minnesota defense over- 
whelmed Atlanta’s Joey Harrington with six sacks and two 
interception returns for touchdowns, and rookie running back 
Adrian Peterson finished off the Falcons in a 24-3 victory by the 
Vikings in Sunday’s season opener. 

Kevin Williams returned an interception 54 yards for a first- 
quarter score, and Antoine Winfield ran one back 14 yards in 
the fourth quarter for Minnesota. Peterson made an amazing 
catch out of the backfield that he turned into a 60-yard touch- 
down reception and - oh, by the way - finished with 103 yards 
rushing on 19 carries after starter Chester Taylor hurt his hip. 

Harrington? He was doing all right, until imploding down the 
stretch. But he certainly didn’t do anything to make Atlanta for- 
get about Vick, whose indefinite suspension and probable jail 
time for his role in a dogfighting ring stunned the Falcons this 
summer. 

Harrington finished 23-for-32 for 199 yards, but he failed to 
lead his team to the end zone - and paid dearly for his two inter- 
ceptions. Peterson, the seventh overall draft pick out of 
Oklahoma, was taken to inject some life into an offense that was 
one of the NFL’s worst last year. He couldn’t have been any bet- 
ter in his debut.

FDA considers food-label symbols to 
steer shoppers toward healthier eating 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If an increasingly overweight 
America’s eyes are bigger than its stomach, then placing more 
nutritional information in plain sight could allow shoppers to 
see their way to more healthy choices while scanning food 
labels. 

That’s an idea being considered by the Food and Drug 
Administration as it examines whether symbols added to the 
front of food packages could convey nutrition information in a 
clear and concise way - without forcing shoppers to pore over 
the small print usually relegated to the back of the box, bag or 
can. 

The agency opens a two-day hearing Monday to collect com- 
ments from food companies, trade groups, watchdog organiza- 
tions, medical experts and their overseas counterparts on the 
topic. Any action is likely years away. 

Some food manufacturers and retailers already have begun 
labeling foods with symbols to indicate how nutritious they are. 
PepsiCo uses the “Smart Spot” symbol on diet Pepsi, baked 
Lay’s chips and other products. Hannaford Bros., a New 
England supermarket chain, uses a zero to three-star system to 
rate more than 25,000 food items it sells. And in Britain, the 
government has persuaded some food companies to use a “traf- 
fic light” symbol. That ranking system relies on green, yellow 
and red lights to characterize whether a food is low, medium or 
high in fat, salt and sugar. 

There is little consistency among the competing symbol 
regimes, since they can rely on differing criteria and require- 
ments for eligibility, according to the FDA. The agency seeks 
information on how shoppers respond to the symbols, whether 
they eat better as a result and how use of the symbols affects 
sales.

Where is the tail 
of the breast? 


DEAR DR. GOTT: A readers wrote to you 
saying she found a lump in the tail of her breast. 
I am 70 and do not know where the tail of my 
breast is. I’ve asked several of my women 
friends, ranging in ages from 25 to 75, and none 
of them knows where it is, either. I am assuming 
there are many other women that read your arti- 
cles who would also like to know where the tail 
of the breast is. 

DEAR READER: Normal breast tissue 
extends almost into the armpit, where it is flat, 
thin and resembles a tail. Being breast tissue, it 
can be a source of inflammation and/or tumor 
formation. It should be palpated (and X-rayed) 
along with the major breast tissue at appropriate 
intervals.

DEAR DR. GOTT: Recently, I read your col- 
umn about the man who stated that he has sleep 
apnea. I can understand this gentleman’s frustra- 
tion with the CPAP mask. I recently started using 
one. It is a bit noisy and cumbersome. 

I cannot understand your reply to his letter. 
Taping one’s mouth shut might be an option for a 
person who snores. I don’t think that it can be 
considered an option, intriguing or otherwise, for 
a person with sleep apnea. 

Sleep apnea is a sleep disorder characterized 
by pauses in breathing during sleep. These 
episodes, called apneas (literally “without 
breath”), last long enough so one or more breaths 
are missed, and occur repeatedly throughout 
sleep. I understand that sleep apnea can be mild 
or severe. I still don’t think that taping one’s 
mouth closed would be an option for someone 
even if he/she has very mild sleep apnea. 

Taping one’s mouth does not treat some of the 
sleeping problems associated with sleep apnea. 

DEAR READER: I apologize for suggesting 
mouth-taping for patients with sleep apnea. This

Schwarzenegger to call legislative session on health care

SACRAMENTO - Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger said Monday he will call a 
special session of the state Legislature to deal 
with health care, as lawmakers prepared to 
debate a Democratic plan he has pledged to 
veto. 

Health care is the governor’s top priority 
this year, and the special session would buy 
time for him to strike a deal with Democrats 
on how to cover millions of uninsured 
Californians. 

The regular legislative session is scheduled 
to end this week, and the two sides remain at 
odds. 

Schwarzenegger announced the decision in 
Los Angeles during an event in which billion- 
aire Eli Broad donated $20 million for stem 
cell research. His office said a formal state- 
ment would come later Monday. 

“What everyone wants, and what we all 
want, is access to health care so it is afford- 
able and so that everyone can have health 
care, and no one ever has to worry about it 
again, that they maybe have to file for person- 
al bankruptcy because they have to stay in a 


hospital for a few days,” Schwarzenegger said 
at the University of California, Los Angeles. 
“So we are working on this right now. We’re 
going to have an extended session, a special 
session that we are calling today.” 
Schwarzenegger says the Democrats’ bill 
asks too much of employers, while they reject 
his demand that health insurance be mandato- 


The Democrats’ bill would raise fees on 
employers and expand public programs to 
cover about 3.4 million of the 4.9 million 
people who have no insurance throughout the 
year. 

The governor’s plan has a broader funding 
base and would cover more people, about 4.1 
million. Funding would come from hospitals, 
doctors, employers and the federal govern- 
ment. 

While the Democrats’ bill can pass on a 
simple majority, the governor’s approach 
needs a two-thirds vote, which means 
Republicans would have to support it. They 
have vowed to block any tax or fee increases 
to fund health care. 

A way around the impasse might be for the 
Legislature’s Democratic majority to pass the 


framework of a health care deal in a special 
session, then let voters decide whether they 
want to pay for it. Funding sources could 
include a sales tax, as well as new taxes on 
employers and hospitals. 

But most voters already have health insur- 
ance and may not want to raise their taxes to 
pay for the uninsured. The ballot measure also 
could face opposition from some powerful 
interest groups, such as the California Nurses 
Association, which supports a government 
run single-payer system. 

Hundreds of nurses swarmed the hallways 
of the Capitol on Monday to demonstrate 
against the Democrats’ bill, which they say is 
a giveaway to insurance companies. They also 
oppose the governor’s plan. 

Democrats would charge employers 7.5 
percent of payroll initially to help fund the 
coverage expansion, and that amount could be 
raised in subsequent years. The governor says 
it should be 4 percent.

The U.S. Farm Bill: 
Subsidizing the 
obesity epidemic 


To the Editor: 

Talk of the obesity epidemic pervades 
American culture. With the number of 
overweight and obese Americans totaling 
more than 66 percent, it’s not a stretch 
when we say that the obesity epidemic is 
virtually everyone’s problem. 

There are plenty of explanations for this 
epidemic, all of them plausible. We have 
altered our lifestyle, eating more but exert- 
ing less energy. With a higher standard of 
living, more people can afford the western 
diet dominated by fats and sugars. With a 
greater disparity between the rich and the 
poor, healthier whole foods cost more. 
Technology has reduced the amount of 
physical activity we perform at home and 
in the workplace. Companies have devel- 
oped clever marketing strategies, with 
supersized portions and advertising target- 
ing children the norms. 

All of these explanations have merit, but 
it pays to go a little further and search for 
the cause behind these. In order to develop 
a comprehensive solution to the obesity 
epidemic we must acknowledge a primary 
cause of our over-consumption of calories: 
the U.S. farm bill. Through a set of subsidy 
payments, the U.S. farm bill influences 
what will ultimately get into the mouths of 
consumers, and how much consumers will 
pay for these products. 

Let’s examine one of the cheapest prod- 
ucts on the American market: corn. In 
Iowa, grain elevators pay almost a dollar 
less for a bushel of corn than it actually 
costs a farmer to produce it. Subsidies writ- 
ten into the U.S. farm bill are paid to farm- 
ers and corporations to make up this differ- 
ence. And with corn subsidies costing the 
USS. nearly $42 billion from 1994 to 2005, 
it’s no small difference. 

If there’s so much corn being grown in 
America today that the market won’t pay 
the cost of production, it doesn’t make 
sense for farmers to plant another acre of it. 
But our government continues to make sub- 
sidy payments, and America is figuring out 
just what to produce with this surplus of 
cheap corn. 

High fructose corn syrup (HFCS). 
Hydrogenated vegetable oils. Grain-fed, 
mass-produced meat. Supersized portions. 
Supersized portions consisting of HFCS, 
hydrogenated vegetable oils and said meat. 

When we look at a soda bottle or a 
supersized meal, we don’t think of corn. 

But we should. 

Todd Dawson, a biologist at UC 
Berkeley, ran a McDonald’s meal through 
his mass spectrometer and calculated how 
much of the carbon in it originated from 
the corn plant. The results were: soda (100 
percent corn), milk shake (78 percent), 
salad dressing (65 percent), chicken 
nuggets (56 percent), cheeseburger (52 per- 
cent), and French fries (23 percent). 

One might say that the McDonald’s meal 
doesn’t represent the majority of our diets 
as Americans, but according to the Center 
for Disease Control, one in three children 
eats fast food every single day. Even if 
you’ve never set foot in a fast food chain, 
you’re not free from corn-laden foods, as 
more than 25 percent of the 45,000 items in 
the average American supermarket contain 
corn. 

Having an abundance of corn-laden 
products in supermarkets and restaurants is 
not a problem in and of itself, but in alter- 
ing the prices of these processed foods, 
agricultural subsidies create perverse mar- 
ket conditions that ultimately harm 
American consumers. 

Between 1989 and 2005, the real price 
of fruits and vegetables in the U.S. 
increased by 75 percent while the price of 
soft drinks and other foods dominated by 
sugars, fats and oils declined by 33 percent. 

Can we really be surprised that our fami- 
lies are eating too many calorie-dense

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foods high in added fats and sugars and not 
enough fruits and vegetables? Our misled 
farm bill is making poor eating habits the 
economically practical choice. 

What’s worse, these subsidies aren’t 
even helping the majority of traditional 
family farms that have been such a defini- 
tive part of America’s history. Farming 
“corporations” make up only 5 percent of 
the farming community in America but 
receive 55 percent of the subsidies. In 
2006, 19 Fortune 500 companies received 
direct subsidy payments. Six-time NBA 
champion Scottie Pippen received his annu- 
al $26,315 payment not to farm his 
Arkansas land. Even the indicted Enron 
CEO Kenneth Lay received $6,019 not to 
farm his land. 

Sixty percent of U.S. farmers -- includ- 
ing most of those who grow fruits and veg- 
etables or use sustainable practices -- do 
not receive any subsidies. 

In crusading for healthier food and bev- 
erage options for Ukiah Unified School 
District, I was routinely told that the money 
the High School earns from its contract 
with Canteen Vending Services is crucial to 
the survival of the athletic department. 
Ironically enough, the money made from 
peddling Pepsi to our students also pays for 
their sports referees. 

Our government has $32,334 for Scottie 
Pippen and Kenneth Lay, but no money for 
the Ukiah High Athletic Program? 

In the public health sector, we look at 
the obesity epidemic as a complex problem, 
not one that could be radically improved 
with a single policy change. But unexpect- 
edly, I have come to realize that we often 
complicate an issue that is really driven by 
the simple principles of economics. I have 
always acknowledged the fact that 
unhealthy options are often cheaper. But I 
never understood why. It always seemed 
contradictory to me that a serving of 
French fries is cheaper than a serving of 
carrots, but I failed to make certain connec- 
tions. Now that I know a cause behind 
these seemingly paradoxical problems, I 
feel compelled to act. 

The House of Representatives passed a 
farm bill in late July that trumpets 
improved nutrition programs and support 
for organic farmers, but does little to 
reform the commodity program. Critics are 
disappointed in Pelosi and the House 
democrats -- they failed to stand up to the 
commodity lobbies, and covered their 
tracks by touting appropriated funds to 
laudable nutrition efforts. The President has 
threatened to veto the bill on the basis that 
it spends too much; but republicans aren’t 
going to save the farm bill either. The 
White House doesn’t object to the $26 bil- 
lion appropriated for subsidies to commodi- 
ty producers. Instead, Bush objects to lan- 
guage that would spend $21 million to 
bring fresh fruits and vegetables to our 
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schools. 

American farm policy is essentially sub- 
sidizing poor food choices. If this thought 
alarms you, please contact your elected 
officials and let them hear your voice. We 
could have a farm bill that supports new, 
and small family farmers, encourages con- 
servation and sustainability, and levels the 
playing field for growers of fruits and veg- 
etables by reforming the commodity pro- 
gram. Call Diane Feinstein (415-393-0707), 
and Barbara Boxer (415-403-0100) to share 
your thoughts while the Senate tackles the 
farm bill in September.

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A first fumble 


Americans and Mexicans have more in common 
than you might imagine, and that’s not necessarily a 
positive thing. People in both countries respond to ille- 
gal immigration into the United States in ways that are 
dishonest, insulting and counterproductive, and they 
spend too much time blaming each other for situations 
they helped create. 


Many Americans find it easier to blame Mexico for 
the problem of illegal immigration rather than own up 
to the fact there wouldn’t be a problem if employers on 
this side of the border weren’t gobbling up illegal 
workers. It’s as if we’re desperately pleading with our 
neighbor, “Stop us before we hire again.” 


Meanwhile, many Mexicans find it easier to worry 
about the welfare of the most desperate members of 
their society only after those poor souls have taken up 
residence in the United States. It’s as if Mexicans are 
lecturing their neighbors about how to care for cast- 
aways that their own country has no idea how to care 
for. 


For most of the 20th century, leaders from Mexico’s 
Institutional Revolutionary Party simply ignored those 
citizens who went over to el otro lado (the other side). 
National pride dictated that those who jilted Mexico to 
pursue a life in the United States be treated as gone and 
forgotten. 


In his 2000 campaign for the presidency, Vicente 
Fox changed that. As the conservative National Action 
Party candidate and later as president, he visited immi- 
grant communities throughout the United States and 
repeatedly referred to Mexican expatriates as “heroes” 
because of their contributions to both countries. 


That was admirable. In light of the more than $20 
billion that Mexicans living in the United States send 
home yearly, the expatriates deserve some respect. But 
Fox also took to meddling in U.S. immigration policy, 
which didn’t sit well with Americans. And when the 
U.S. Congress failed to pass immigration reform, some 
analysts blamed Fox for putting in his two centavos. 


When new Mexican President Felipe Calderon 
assumed office 10 months ago, he seemed committed 
to avoiding the trap that ensnared his predecessor: 
defining the entire U.S.-Mexico relationship in terms 
of the immigration issue. For a while, Calderon pulled 
it off. But, while he was holding his tongue, Congress 
was once again mishandling immigration reform. 


Now with comprehensive reform on ice, Calderon 
may have decided that there is no upside to staying out 
of the game. The problem is, the first thing he did after 
coming off the bench was fumble. 


Last week, the Mexican president used his state of 
the union address to fire away at the Bush administra- 
tion for its plans to build border fencing and “unilater- 
al measures. . . that exacerbate the persecution and the 
humiliating treatment of undocumented Mexican 
workers.” Calderon also lamented the “insensitivity” 
of the U.S. government toward foreign workers and 
pledged to protect the rights of Mexicans no matter 
where they live. In a sweeping statement that only 
fueled the paranoid fantasies of nativists and immigra- 
tion restrictionists, Calderon even went so far as to 
declare that “wherever there is a Mexican, there is 
Mexico.” 


Despite the erroneous claims of CNN’s Lou Dobbs 
that the Mexican president -- who has a 65 percent 
approval rating -- didn’t bother to criticize his own 
country, Calderon did just that. He recovered his fum- 
ble when he scolded Mexico for not creating enough 
jobs, not doing enough to improve education, not 
cracking down enough on tax cheats, and not finding 
enough fiscal alternatives to the country’s oil reserves. 
If Mexico made those reforms and others such as 
cracking down on corruption, it might create an envi- 
ronment where more Mexicans would want to stay 
rather than travel north and put themselves at the 
mercy of their American neighbors. 


Bravo for Calderon. That self-help message should 
be plastered on billboards all over Mexico. Which 
makes all the more disappointing a meeting Calderon 
had with Elvira Arellano -- the 32-year-old single 
mother who lived in Chicago as an illegal immigrant 
before being deported to Mexico and separated from 
her child. It has since been reported that her son has 
rejoined her in Mexico. Nonetheless, Calderon 
promised his help in getting Arellano a visa so she 
could return to the United States and perhaps serve as 
a goodwill ambassador. 


That was a mistake. Here’s what Calderon should 
have promised: “Elvira, Mexico is broken. And I 
promise to fix it -- so that, in the future, other people 
won’t have to go through what you’ve gone through.” 


Now, that would have built some good will with 
Americans.

Bills’ Everett has most severe of collection of NFL injuries 


Buffalo has also 
suffered the loss of 
two other starters for 
the entire season

The spinal-cord injury suffered by 
Bills tight end Kevin Everett was “cat- 
astrophic” and life-threatening and it 
will be several days before the severi- 
ty is known. 

On a day when more than a dozen 
teams were hit with injuries to key 
players, Everett’s was the worst, 
caused making a tackle on Denver 
kick returner Domenik Hixon. 

“A best-case scenario is full recov- 
ery, but not likely,” Dr. Andrew 
Cappuccino said, one day after per- 
forming a four-hour operation on the 
player. “I believe there will be some 
permanent neurological paralysis. ... A 
full neurological recovery was bleak, 
dismal.” 

The 25-year-old Everett underwent 
surgery Sunday night. He is currently 
under forced sedation and breathing 
through a respirator as doctors wait for 
the swelling to lessen. 

Everett’s family members, includ- 
ing mother Patricia Dugas, were 
expected to arrive in Buffalo on 
Monday from their Houston home. 

“We honor ourselves by our work, 
and we honor Kevin by moving for- 
ward and working while never forget- 
ting Kevin and never getting him out 
of our thoughts and prayers,” Bills 
coach Dick Jauron said. “We’re going 
to wait and see what the outcome is 
here and we’re really hoping and pray- 
ing for the best.” 

The Bills also lost two starters: cor- 
nerback Jason Webster, who had 
surgery to repair a broken forearm, and 
free safety Ko Simpson, who also had 
surgery for a broken left ankle. Both 


could miss the rest of the season. And 
linebacker Coy Wire, starting in place 
of injured Keith Ellison, has a sprained 
knee and is out indefinitely. 

Rams 

Seven-time Pro Bowl tackle 
Orlando Pace tore the labrum and rota- 
tor cuff in his right shoulder against 
Carolina and will be sidelined for the 
rest of the season. An MRI exam 
Monday revealed the damage to Pace, 
the first overall pick of the 1997 draft. 

The injury is Pace’s second season- 
ender in two games, after tearing his 
left triceps last November. Coach 
Scott Linehan said this one could be 
career-threatening. 

Team physician Dr. Matt Matava 
estimated a six-month rehab period 
while calling it a “correctable injury.” 

Pace was injured on the first play 
after the two-minute warning while 
pass-blocking against the Panthers’ 
Julius Peppers, minor jostling that did- 
n’t appear out of the ordinary. 

The 31-year-old Pace was placed on 
injured reserve last November with a 
torn triceps, also sustained while pass 
blocking, that knocked him out for the 
last seven games. He also missed an 
early-season game in 2006 with a con- 
cussion. 

Complicating matters, guard Richie 
Incognito has a high ankle sprain that 
kept him out of the opener, and he'll 
likely miss Sunday’s game against the 
49ers. 

Bears 

Chicago might have lost defensive 
leader Mike Brown again. An MRI 
exam Monday revealed the safety suf- 
fered a serious left knee injury at San 
Diego. Defensive tackle Dusty 
Dvoracek also seriously hurt his left 
knee. 

Coach Lovie Smith would not con- 
firm a report on the NFL’s official Web 
site saying they would miss the rest of 
the season. But he did say: “They both

have serious knee injuries.” 

If Brown’s injury is season-ending, 
it would be his third in four years. He 
was hurt when blocked by fullback 
Lorenzo Neal. 

Redskins 

Jon Jansen’s fibula was broken and 
his ankle dislocated Sunday when his 
right foot was hit by Miami Dolphins 
linebacker Zach Thomas early in the 


second quarter of Washington’s 16-13 
overtime victory. The injury will 
require surgery this week and three to 
four months of rehabilitation. 

This is another ruined season for the 
offensive tackle, the second in four 
years. He ruptured his left Achilles’ 
tendon in the preseason opener in 
2004. 

The once-durable player has since 
dealt with two broken thumbs and a 
torn calf muscle, although the 31-year- 
old Jansen said this year he was in his 
best shape since college. 

“Tm hoping that I’ve run out of 
whatever could happen next,” Jansen 
said. “And that what’s going to happen 
next is I’m going to have a healthy 
year and put about four or five more 
healthy years together and really have 
some great seasons left.” 

Jets 

QB Chad Pennington has an injured 
right ankle. The New York Jets 
acknowledged that much, but they 
wouldn’t say how badly the quarter- 
back is hurt or how long he will be 
sidelined.

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FERGUSON ON GOLF: No matter what measure, Tiger at an alarming pace

LEMONT, Ill. — The massive 
gallery chasing Tiger Woods around 
Cog Hill included his wife, Elin, who 
was on the golf course for the first 
time since giving birth to their 
daughter. It was a sign they are set- 
tling back into a routine, even if 
Woods never got out of one. 

He’s still winning. 

For those wondering how father- 
hood might affect him, Woods is 56 
under par in the six tournaments he 
has played since Sam Alexis was 
born a day after the U.S. Open. That 
includes three victories, one of them 
a major, and another milestone. 

Woods doesn’t keep track of the 
numbers, so he was mildly surprised 
to learn that his two-shot victory 
over Aaron Baddeley in the BMW 
Championship on Sunday was No. 
60 in a PGA Tour career that began 
11 years and 13 days earlier. 

Only four other players have won 
that many times — Sam Snead, Jack 
Nicklaus, Ben Hogan and Arnold 


that number so quickly. Woods is 31. 
Nicklaus was 35 and in his 14th sea- 
son on tour when he reached his 60th 
tour victory. 

“T never, ever would have dreamt 
that this could have happened this 
soon,” Woods said after making 
eight birdies, missing only one fair- 
way and posting a 63 that neither 
Baddeley nor Steve Stricker could 
match. 

“Tve been out here what, 11 
years? And to have this many wins, I 


never could have foreseen that,” he 
said. “I’ve exceeded my expecta- 
tions, and it’s been a lot of fun to 
enjoy that road, that whole process to 
get to 60. It’s been a lot of work. 
There have been some changes along 
the way. But I think that’s all been 
great.” 

The Tour Championship will be 
his final official start of 2007, so 
Woods will have to wait until next 
year to surpass Palmer, who is fourth 
on the career list with 62 victories. If 
he continues at this pace, he also will 
pass Hogan (64 victories) next year. 

Odds are he will break Snead’s 
record of 82 victories before he gets 
to Nicklaus’ record of 18 profession- 
al majors. 

As long and as often as Woods has 
been winning, the rate is no less 
alarming. Remember, it was only 13 
months ago at the Buick Open that 
Woods reached his 50th career victo- 
ry. Since then, he has won 10 times 
in 19 starts. 

“Not bad, eh?” was the best 
response Woods could find. 

But he smiled and _ half-jokingly 
said another slump was eminent if he 
went a couple of tournaments with- 
out winning. 

Woods has been dealing with such 
expectations for the last eight years, 
and there are times he gets too sensi- 
tive over any critique of his game. A 
little subcutaneous fat is better than 
thin skin. 

But it’s amazing how quickly pub- 
lic opinion can change. After failing 
to win while playing in the final 
group at the Masters and the U.S. 


Open, then never seriously contend- 
ing at the British Open, there was 
talk that swing coach Hank Haney 
was holding him back. Never mind 
that Woods had won four of the pre- 
vious eight majors, and none of his 
contemporaries have more than three 
for their career. 

Woods quieted that talk with his 
victory at the PGA Championship. 

And for those who question his 
ability off the tee, he missed only 
two fairways the entire weekend at 
Cog Hill. Asked the last time he had 
struck the ball that well, Woods men- 
tioned Southern Hills, noting that the 
PGA fairways were more narrow. 

Memories can be short. 

Justin Rose has played with the 
world’s No. 1 player on big stages 
like Muirfield and Carnoustie. But 
this was the first time in a final 
round, and he noticed a difference. 

“He’s so intense, but he’s also 
incredibly relaxed,” Rose said. “You 
can see he lets his round build. He 
starts off very relaxed, very calm, 
doesn’t let anything bother him. And 
then as the round gets on and he gets 
more into it, he gets more and more 
focused.” 

That’s what coach Butch Harmon 
was trying to share with Phil 
Mickelson about his former client. 

When Mickelson won the 
Deutsche Bank Championship last 
week outside Boston while playing 
three rounds with Woods, he made it 
sound as though Harmon had shared 
some secrets. 

In fact, Harmon said the tips were 
the same thing Rose discovered.

“One of the things he (Mickelson) 
can learn from Tiger is he doesn’t let 
anything bother him,” Harmon said 
in a telephone interview last week. 
“Tiger’s greatest strength is what you 
can’t see — his mind, his heart, his 
desire. I explained things I learned in 
my 10 years being around Tiger, and 
it was geared toward making Phil 
more comfortable in that environ- 
ment.” 

Along with reaching his 60th tour 
victory, the timing could not have 
been any better for the PGA Tour. 

The FedEx Cup now has the No. 1 
player atop the standings going into 
the Tour Championship, with 


Stricker and Mickelson right behind 
and both capable of winning the $10 
million prize. Woods winning the 
cup would lend some measure of 
credibility for the skeptics. Stricker 
or Mickelson as the FedEx Cup 
champion would mean they won two 
of the four playoff events. There’s 
nothing wrong with that, either. 

Woods helped promote the FedEx 
Cup by doing TV spots for the tour, 
the first time he had done a commer- 
cial for free. He is among players 
who wonder about the shelf life of 
these PGA Tour Playoffs. But if 
there’s a trophy on the line, he wants 
it.

by Sarale and Grant. Leaping 
forward from the get go, Grant 
and Sarale vaulted forward to 
second and third respectively 
from their fourth and sixth 
starting positions by the sec- 
ond lap. 

With heavy pressure com- 
ing from Grant and Sarale, 
Alvis spun his “Green Beret” 
machine in Turn 3 while Boat 
spun in Turn 1 bringing out 
the race's only caution on lap 


With Alvis and Boat drop- 
pin to the rear for their respec- 
tive spins, Grant, Sarale and 
Cortez led the field to the 
green flag for the single-file 
Lap 5 restart. 

Grant relinquished the lead 
to Sarale, holding the lead for 
just one lap before the veteran 
slid under Grant entering Turn 
3 overtaking Grant.

Deal with Russell could be close

ALAMEDA — Oakland 
Raiders officials met with rep- 
resentatives for holdout quar- 
terback JaMarcus Russell for 
the third time in four days 
Monday, leading coach Lane 
Kiffin to say the contract dis- 
pute with the No. 1 overall 
draft pick could be resolved 
quickly. 

The two sides met Friday 
and Saturday in the Bay Area 
before taking a day off for 
Oakland’s season opener 
Sunday against the Detroit 
Lions. There were more meet- 
ings held Monday and a deal 
could be finalized soon. 
Before the weekend, the two 
sides had met only once in 
person since the start of train- 
ing camp. 

“Tt just continues to sound 
like they are getting closer and 
closer,” Kiffin said. “It could 
be today. You just never know. 
I know that the sides are as 
close as they’ve ever been.” 

Kiffin said he would not be 
surprised to see the deal get 
done this week, ending the 
longest holdout for a No. 1 
overall pick since 1986. 
Russell’s agent, Eric Metz, 
has not publicly commented 
on the talks and did not return 
a phone call seeking com- 
ment. 

Russell is believed to be 
asking for about $31 million 
in guaranteed money, which 
would be a record for a rook- 
ie. The Lions gave No. 2 pick 
Calvin Johnson $27.2 million 
in guarantees this year and top 


pick Mario Williams got 
$26.5 million in guaranteed 
money a year ago. 

The last top pick to miss a 
game was Bo Jackson, who 
sat out the entire 1986 season 
after being drafted first overall 
by Tampa Bay. Jackson chose 
to play baseball instead, and 
was eventually drafted a year 
later in the seventh round by 
the Raiders. 

The last first-round pick 
not to be signed by the season 
opener was offensive lineman 
Bryant McKinnie, who 
missed the first eight games in 
2002 after being selected with 
the seventh overall pick by the 
Minnesota Vikings. 

Even if the sides do reach a 
deal this week, Russell will 
not be able to contribute much 
to the Raiders anytime soon. 
He has missed all of training 
camp and the exhibition sea- 
son and will have a difficult 
time catching up on the lost 
time. 

That means that Josh 
McCown will remain the 
quarterback for the foresee- 
able future. McCown was 30- 
for-40 for 313 yards and two 
touchdowns in the 36-21 loss 
to the Detroit Lions. 

He also threw two intercep- 
tions and lost a fumble in the 
closing minutes with the 
Raiders trailing by eight 
points. 

Kiffin kept his decision to 
start McCown over Daunte 
Culpepper in the season open- 
er a secret until right before 
game time, hoping to gain a 
competitive advantage by 


making the Lions prepare for 
two quarterbacks. He will not 
use the same kind of sub- 
terfuge this week, announcing 
Monday that McCown will 
start against the Denver 
Broncos. 

“I thought Josh managed 
the game extremely well,” 
Kiffin said. “A bunch of little 
things he did really well, as 
far as we didn’t have a wrong 
formation all day, we didn’t 
have a missed audible all day. 
He moved us really well at 
times. ... I thought he played 
really well.” 

The other starting spot 
Kiffin kept secret before the 
game was at center, where for- 
mer Pro Bowler Jeremy 
Newberry beat out incumbent 
Jake Grove for the starting 
spot. But Newberry pulled his 
hamstring on the first drive 
and did not return to the game. 

Newberry, who played in 
only 11 games the past three 
seasons because of various 
injuries, had never hurt his 
hamstring before. 

He tried to stay in the game 
despite the injury, but left 
after failing to realize 
McCown was in the shotgun 
on the final play of the open- 
ing drive. 

“I should have come out of 
the game but I was like, ’Ah, 
maybe this thing will lighten 
up,” Newberry said. “I didn’t 
even hear shotgun. I was just 
trying to get to the line with- 
out my leg locking up on me. 
I should have came out of the 
game before the fourth play, I 
should have.” 


After an intense nearly 
non-stop 30-lap feature, 
Sarale claimed his first DMS 
Race Products BCRA feature 
of the year over Grant, Cortez, 
Lindsey, Alvis, Boat and 
Faeth, who finished seventh, 
one lap down from the lead- 
ers. 

Sarale's win comes after a 
plethora of great podium fin- 
ishes in 2007. Prior to winning 
this race, Sarale scored four 
runner-up finishes and a third- 
place effort. Sarale becomes 
the twelfth different BCRA 
feature winner, in just 15 
races. 

Prior to the Heat race, 
Sarale battled ignition issues 
throughout hot laps and quali- 
fying, with his crew finally 
alleviating the ignition grem- 
lins just in time for the Heat 
race, which he won from the 
pole. 

Boat broke an oil pump 
early in the evening. However, 
his crew, including his father 
Billy, the former IRL driver 
and many-time Midget victor 
made repairs in time for the 
Heat race and Main event.

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In the Pits: Earnhardt’s faulty motors have conspiracy theorists abuzz 


Junior said he is 
comfortable with 
his effort and is 
walking away 
with dignity

CHARLOTTE, N.C. — If 
not for five blown engines, 
Dale Earnhardt Jr. would be 
racing for a Nextel Cup cham- 
pionship in this final season 
driving for his late father’s 
company. 

Instead, three failures in the 
last seven races — including 
one with six laps to go 
Saturday night at Richmond 
— knocked NASCAR’s most 
popular driver out of the 
Chase for the championship. 

“We broke another motor, 
and they seem to fall apart 
when they plug ’em into my 
car,” Junior said. “It’s just 
really frustrating.” 

It’s also more than a little 
suspicious to his legion of 
fans, who have wondered for 
weeks if this was sabotage on 
the part of his stepmother. 

After all, his relationship 
with Teresa Earnhardt “ain’t a 
bed of roses,” and Junior’s 
impending split isn’t exactly 
amicable. They’ve publicly 
feuded since December, he 
claims she’s been unreason- 
able during negotiations and 
he’s bolting for rival Hendrick 
Motorsports at the end of the 
season. 

The squabbling has been so 
intense on so many issues — 
most recently Teresa’s refusal 
to let Earnhardt take his 
beloved No. 8 with him to 
Hendrick — that the idea that 
she would intentionally derail 
his season wouldn’t surprise 
anyone. And because the DEI 


motors never even seem to 
sputter under the hoods of his 
teammates, it’s actually 
believable. 

But DEI officials call the 
entire idea preposterous. 

“I can assure you that’s not 
the case,” general manager 
John Story said Monday. “We 
understand that there might be 
a natural assumption that 
because he is leaving, the 
team would say ’Who cares? 
We are not going to try for 
him.’ 

“But if anything, it’s the 
other way around. We tried 
hard to get him in the Chase. 
We wanted him to win a 
championship. We always 
said that would have been the 
most appropriate way for him 
to leave DEI.” 

Of course, DEI is going to 
say that. And conspiracy theo- 
rists will forever be convinced 
Earnhardt was the victim of an 
intricate and evil plot to pun- 
ish him for his betrayal. 

It sounds awfully good. But 
it’s probably not true. 

Sure, seeing Junior fail 
might bring a slight smile to 
Teresa Earnhardt’s face, but it 
would be one of the most fool- 
ish business decisions she 
could possibly make. 

Since the Chase was 
launched in 2004, making it 
has been the standard for suc- 
cess. 

Those good enough to 
compete in the 10-race title 
hunt had a great year. Those 
not involved immediately go 
to work figuring out what 
went wrong. 

Keeping Earnhardt out 
wouldn’t have hurt him. He’s 
leaving anyway, and he’s 
repeatedly said that although 
winning a Cup title for DEI 
would have been nice, he’s 
comfortable with the effort 
he’s put forth and will walk 


out the door with his integrity 
intact. 

And if anything, missing 
the Chase can be viewed as a 
luxury to Earnhardt. He’s now 
free from the stress and pres- 
sure that the Chase provides, 
and he can relax and race for 
wins over the final 10 weeks 
of the season. 

But the fact is, DEI needed 
Earnhardt in the Chase for the 
health of the company and to 
support Martin Truex Jr. in his 
first run at a title. Truex is in, 
has been for weeks, and he’s 
one of only two drivers who 
won't have a teammate in the 
field. 

Hendrick and Richard 
Childress both have three dri- 
vers in the chase, while Joe 
Gibbs and Jack Roush have 
two each. To think that Teresa 
would be so spiteful that she’d 
jeopardize Truex’s chances 
makes little sense for a com- 
pany she fought to keep con- 
trol of. 

But Story knows the allega- 
tions are out there — the same 
thing happened in May after 
Earnhardt said he was leaving 
and Truex promptly took off 
on the track. 

“We didn’t go in there 
overnight and put all the cars 
from Dale’s shop and put 
them in Martin’s shop,” Story 
said. “That’s not the way it 
happens. And, what people 
don’t consider is that 
(Earnhardt) has run as well or 
better than (Truex) over the 
last six to eight weeks. He just 
doesn’t have the finishes to 
show for it.” 

No, he doesn’t, and that’s 
partly because of the motor 
problems that Truex, Paul 
Menard and Mark Martin 
have been immune to. 

Although DEI has part- 
nered with RCR on an engine 
program, Story said the teams

HIV test may become 
part of annual physical

With approval from Gov. Arnold 
Schawrzenegger, HIV tests could become a 
routine part of your annual physical following 
the approval of Assembly Bill 682 Monday. 

“More people will be tested,” said Patty 
Berg, D-Eureka who authored the bill. “That 
means more people will seek treatment earlier, 
and fewer people will be spreading the virus.” 

Assembly Bill 682 deletes a provision in 
existing law that requires patients to sign a spe- 
cial form before receiving a blood test for HIV, 
the virus that causes AIDS. Experts say this 
written form tends to discourage people from 
being tested. 

While AB 682 makes it easier for doctors to 
test their patients, it still ensures that 
Californians have a right to decline the test. 
The bill brings California in line with guide- 
lines proposed by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

“This bill is important as it will empower 
people, educate people, and provide them with 
opportunities for testing, counseling, support, 
and information,” said Assemblywoman 
Bonnie Garcia, R-Cathedral City, who urged 
her fellow Republicans to support the bill. 

Studies have shown that people with HIV 
often go undetected and untreated even when 
they are receiving medical care for other dis- 
eases. Even as recently as 2004, 39 percent of 
HIV patients were unaware of their status until 


they were less than a year away from being 
diagnosed with full-blown AIDS. 

“Too many people learn of their HIV status 
when they present themselves to a healthcare 
provider due to an illness, often too late to fully 
benefit from treatment,” said Joseph Terrill, 
public policy coordinator for AIDS Healthcare 
Foundation, co-sponsor of the bill. “AB 682 
will ensure more Californians get access to 
care and treatment, and interrupt their unwit- 
ting exposure of others.” 

The CDC estimated more than a million 
Americans live with HIV, but nearly 250,000 
don’t know it. In California, the State Office of 
AIDS estimates that about 40,000 Californians 
don’t know they are carrying the virus. 

“AB 682 strikes an important balance 
between protecting the rights of individual 
patients while removing outdated barriers to 
routine screening that will help us find those 
with undiagnosed HIV infection,” said Anmol 
Mahal, MD, President of the California 
Medical Association, a co-sponsor of the bill. 
“The State Legislature should be strongly com- 
mended for overwhelmingly passing this prac- 
tical, life-saving legislation,” he said. 

The bill has received support from statewide 
AIDS groups, doctors and public health offi- 
cers in California. It also received bipartisan 
support throughout the legislative process. 

The bill now needs the governor’s signature 
to become law.

County healthcare deadline extended

Spokespersons for both Mendocino County and the 
Foundation for Medical Care agree their August 28 talks 
about the county employee healthcare contract were pro- 


ductive. 


Although no issues were fully resolved, the two sides 
agreed to extend the deadline until September 17 to address 
the issues that prompted the contract cancellation on August 


6. 


The county contracted with the foundation in 2001 to 
provide doctors and conduct procedures at a discounted rate 
for the county employee’s healthcare program. 

The county has not raised the physician reimbursement 
rates since 2002. In March 2007, the foundation sent the 
county an amended contract with a new pay schedule but 
received no response from the county. 

The proposed new rates are 16 percent higher than the 
current level, representing a modest three percent per year 


increase, says Robert Faulk, foundation executive director. 
Progress on the two other issues cited in the August 6 letter 
was made during the Aug. 28 meeting, says Faulk. The 
foundation voted on Aug. 29 to extend the deadline. 

“The meeting went well, I think it was a learning experi- 
ence for both sides,” says Linda Clouser, county human 


resources director. 


The county is now waiting for a proposal from the foun- 
dation to take to the Mendocino County Board of 
Supervisors. Any increase in the medical care costs will 
need to be approved by them as part of the county’s budget 


process. 


“All county employees have health insurance,’

assures 


Clouser. “Although the county is in negotiations with the 
Foundation for Medical Care about the contract, the county 
is self insured and employees will still have insurance no 
matter what happens with the negotiations.” 

The county also contracts with Delta Insurance to admin- 
ister the health plan for county employees.
